mended a sentence of from four to 
seven years’ imprisonment. He will 
ask for a new trial, according to his 
counsel. 

The case went to the jury at 1 
e’clock and announcement that a ver- 


dict had been reached was made to a 
deputy sheriff at 5:50 o’clocx. Judge 
John D. Humphries had gone to his 
home for the day, but by previous 
agreement between Oliver's lawyers 
and the prosecution, the verdict was 
read without the attendance of the 
judge. 
Will Face Judge Today. 

Oliver will be taken before Judge 
Humphries Saturday morning to be 
sentenced. Hugh M. Dorsey, attor- 
ney for Oliver, stated Friday night 
that he will then notify the court of 
his intention to ask for another op- 
portunity for acquittal.

After a person has become 
infected, the disease can be checked 
if the patient is submitted to skilled 


treatment at once. Ignorance along | 


these lines is so marked among the 
Poorer classes, where the disease is 
most prevalent, that a vigorous edu- 
cational campaign, including helpful 
personal guidance, is considered one 
ef the most important parts of the 
anti-tuberculosis program.

Of course the fact that Mr. Ford 
perhaps js the richest man in Ameri- 
ca, with a larger command of ready 
cash than even John D. Rockefeller, 
does not of itself discouragé inter- 
est in him as a possible candidate, 
for there is no legal mandate 
against the spending of money ad 
libitum in a presidential pre-con- 
vention campaign. However, it has 
not been the rule that the candi- 
date for whom the mast money had 
been spent prior..to the. national 
convention received the ~nomina- 
tion, as to illustrate the candidacy 
of General Wood for, the repub- 
lican . nomination. in. 1920... And 
again, the defeat of Governor 
Lowden for the nomination, .when 


jit was practically in his grasp, be- 


cause two of the delegates from 
Louisiana were alleged to have re- 
celved substantial checks fromthe 
Lowden committee. 

Be all of that as.it may, the Ford 
boom for a presidential nomination 
is strong in the central and middle 
west, despite the efforts of influ- 
ences in the east to minimize and 
even to: treat lightly such an 
eventuality. 4 

It is not discussed as to whic 
party Mr. Ford, or his closer polit- 
ical enthusiasts, may seek to utilize 
for their candidate’s ambition; it is 
presumed, however, that the demo- 
cratic party is more in keeping 
with Mr. Ford’s well-known ideas 
on international policies. 

Certainly, he has not much to 
thank the old guard republicans 
for. 
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THE FUTURE OF GREECE. 

All signs indicate that Greece 
is on the eve of abolishing its throne 
and adopting the democratic form of 
government. 

Following the abdication of King 
Constantine, pro-German and broth- 
er-in-law of the kaiser, during the 
world war, Greece, under the guid- 
ing hand of the great Venizelos, 
made a creditable record as an ally 
with the forces of democracy in 
their conflict with the central 
powers. 

As a result of her war activities 
and as a reward for the splendid 
service she rendered on the side of 
the anti-Prussian allies, Greece re- 
covered from the Turks vast ex- 
panses of territory for which she 
had been striving for centuries. 

Then followed a reversion of sén- 
timent in Greece. Constantine was 
recalled from his haven. of refuge 
in Switzerland, reinstated on the 
throne, and Venizelos was literally 
driven from the country. 


Later on, within the last few 
months, the Greek army was prac- 
tically annihilZted by the new Tur- 
kish nationalist forces under Kemal; 
virtually all of the territory acquired 
by Greece was regained by the 
Turks, and Hellenic affairs gener- 
ally went to pot. 

Constantine, in the meanwhile, 
had abdicated for the second time 
and was succeeded by his son, 
George, the present king. 

Only a few days ago six of the 
cabinet ministers and. military com- 
manders were court-martialed, ad- 
judged guilty of being responsible 
for the debacle of the Greek army, 
and put to death by a firing squad. 

While similar cases against other 
Greek officials are pending trial, 
King George is being held a prisoner 
in the imperial palace, begging for 
permission to abdicate and flee the 
country. 

“The people (of Greece) are ripe 
for a republic,” fis the word that 
comes from Venizelos. 

Stranger things have happened 
than that the near future will bring 
forth a complete revolution ¢ in 
Greece, with the adoption of a mod- 
ern republican form of government 
as the result. Re 

If that does come about, the elec- 
tion of ,Venizelos as the first presi- 
dent of the Greek republic would

Important Suggestions 
Affecting the Welfare 
Of Our School System 


Editor Constitution: Two impor- 
tant interviews recently appeared in 
your columns that deserved more at- 
tention than has ‘.gpparently been 
given to them. 

The first was from Superintendent 
Sutton calling attention to the serious 
loss to the city schools of Atlanta of 
approximately $100,000 yearly _be- 
cause. of her rapidly increasing popu- 
lation while the state’s apportionment 
is based upon a school census taken at 
five-year periods. This is a very seri- 
ous loss, and every county and city 
system in the state whose population 
4s on -the increase is losing propor- 
tionately.. The trouble lies with an 
antiquated law which bases the an- 
nual apportionment of the school fund 
to. the several counties and indepen- 
dent systems upon a school census 
taken at five-year periods, Of course 
it. is unfair to every growing com- 
munity and should be remedied by 
proper legislation. 

The state department of education 
championed a bill in the last legisla- 
ture seeking to remedy this injustice, 
end including other ‘valuable features, 
The bill proposed a card-index sys- 


tem of records to be kept in the of- 
fice of each county and city superin- 
tendent exhibiting the name and edu- 
cational status of every child of school 
age, revised annually, and reports 
from the same to be made to the state 
department. From such reports the 
state’s apportionments would be 
made yearly. 

Such legislative action would not 
only remedy the injustice complained 
of but would keep constantly before 
en¢h superintendent much-needed in- 
formation about the children. Such 
card-index system should include de- 
tailed information about all children 
out of school as well as those in 
Lschool. It would be an easy matter 
for the superintendent, with the aid 
of his teachers, to make and annually 
revise such card-indexed census as is 
proposed in this bill. However, per- 
‘sonal and loeal legislation usually 
clogs the course of bills of this kind 
and so the bill failed of passage. 
~ The second matter referred to was 
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schools and seeking to better equalize 
educational opportunity The Bar- 
reti-Rogers bill was a beginning in 
this direction, and the very great hap 
that it has been to so many schools 
over. the state is abundant evidence 
= the wisdom: of Dr. Glenn’s sugges- 
on, , 


The $100,000 set eside by this bill 
fo encourage consolidation of “little 
schools” into larger and better educa- 
tional Pye. induced localities 
receiving such aid to raise and expend 
a et pas for the betterment of 
heir schools, Better still, all of this 
#1,000,000 was invested in real edu- 
cational institutions according to di- 
rections from and under the super- 
vision of> the state department, and 
not according to local whims and 
prejudices. Probably in no other way 
enuld consolidation and consequent 
improvement of our rural*school be 
as quickly or so well accomplished as 
through a liberal bonus wisely admin- 
istered, and this could be accomplish- 
ed without any addition to the present 
state school funds orvin any manner 
hurting the general cause of public 
education. 

The poverty of educational oppor- 
tunity in our small rural schools is 
distressing, and not even realized by 
the patrons of such schools, much less | 
by the - general public. Children | 
should not be penalized educationally 
on account of accident of residence, 
but everybody knows that such is the 
case in Georgia. This ‘is a very seri- 
cus matter,calling loudly for the con- 
sideration of the best educational 
statesmanship, and is well worthy of 
careful thought during the week set 
aside by the president of the United 
States and the governor of Georgia 
as “educational week.” Our state can 
be no stronger than its public school 
system, and no rural community can 
be any stronger than its rural schools.

vousness, etc. In short, to attempt to 
list. the common causes of anemia 
is quite beyond the space available 
here. I have tried it many times, 
and I know it can’t be done. 

But this I can say here, that it is 

extremely doubtful whether any in- 
stance of anemia in an individual not 
denied reasonable choice of food is 
ever attributable to lack of iron or 
remediable by any form of medicine 
containing iron or by any kind of diet 
however rich in iron. I mean to say 
that aside from ancient and now ‘ex- 
ploded theories of the formation or 
development or manufacture of blood 
and the relation thereto of iron, we 
haven’t the slightest evidence to sup- 
port the jdea that iron, however ad- 
ministered, ever cures anenmiia. And 
I doubt whether any physician 
reputed to have cured anemia has de- 
pended upon the use of iron as a 
medicine or a diet rich in iron as the 
sole treatment Jf his patient. 
In order to cure anemia it is ob- 
viously necessary to stop the poison- 
ing which is responsible for it, and 
that is somethtag which neither 
medicinal nor food iron may be 
expected to do# To be syre, ac- 
cidentally or incidentally the source 
of the poisoning may be removed 
or remedied while a_ patient is 
taking iron in medicine or food, but 
not because he is taking the iron. 
Thus, one may begin to spend moré 
time out in the sunlight, while taking 
or eating iron, and sunlight not only 
stimulates the manufacture of new 
blood but is a great cure for, say un- 
recognized tuberculosis. So that we 
might say that certain tuberculosis in- 
dividuals who know they are anemic 
but do not know tkey have tubercn- 
losis may obtain a cure of their 
anemia by taking a shingle nail in 
the mouth and walking five miles in 
the open air each afternoon, or driv- 
ing some iron nails in their brogans 
and teasing a pill around the pasture 
with a shinny stick every day.

Although not contagious, cancer is 
as great a scourage* as tuberculosis 
or pneumonia, it was asserted Friday 
by Dr. Frank K. Boland, prominent 
Atlanta surgeon, in a talk before the 
Civitan club.

Trial of Florida 
Anti-Weevil Plan 


'U. S. Bureau of Entomology 
Draws Attention to Suc- 
cessful Experiments 
at Florida Station.

Washington, December 1.—( By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The bu- 
reau of entomology, United . States 
department of agriculture, in a state- 
ment today urges a widespread and 
thorough trial of a new method of com- 
bating the boll weevil announced 
recently by the Florida State Experi- 
ment station following experiments 
conducted in that state, 
In the experiments. the treated 
fields averaged 489 pounds of seed 
cotton per ‘acre; the untreated checks 
averaged only 164 pounds of seed 
cotton. per acre, or an average iIn- 
crease of 275 pounds of seed cotton 
per acre in all tests, according to the 
report. Cost of treatment for the 
entire season averaged $1.57 per acre. 
The new method consists of the re- 
moval d destruction of all squares 
present on the plants at a time when 
about two squares per plant are 
present. This eperation destroys a 
large percentage of the weevils and 
is immediately followed by a thorough 


dusting to poison the terminal buds} 


where the remaining weevils are 
forced to feed. 

The announcement is said to be 
particularly important because it ap- 
parently offers a menns of controlling 
the boll weevil on low-vielding land 
on which it has so far been unprof- 
itable to use the dusting method.

FULL ARMY STRENGTH

LEADER OF GERMAN 
REVOLT CAPTURED 


| Berlin, December 1.—(By the As- 
sociated _Press.)—Official reports 
from Munich state that Captain Ehr- 
hardt, a prominent leader tn the 
Kapp revolt, was arrested vesterday 
at the request of the supreme court 
und transferred to Leipsic. 


Captain Ehrhardt, as commander 
of a marine brigade, was instrumen- 
tal in enabling the late Dr. Wolf- 
gang Kapp, president of the Father- 
land party to force the withdrawal of 
the Ebert government in March, 1920. 
Subsequent to the flitting regime of 
Dr, Kapp, as chancellor, Captain 
Ehrhardt escaped beyond the juris- 
diction of the supreme court which 
tried several of the leaders of the 
Kapp revolt. Since then he has been 
variously reported in Austria and in 
Munich. 

His name has been mentioned in 
connection with the assassination of 
Mathias Erseberger in September, 
1921 and with the murder of Dr. 
Walter Rathenau last June. Dr. 
Rathenau’s assassins there ‘are said 
to belong to a semi-political organiza- 
tion.composed of members of Cap- 
Ehrhardt’s brigade, ‘The latter was 
reported to have returned to Munich 
from Austria early this morning.

New York, December 1,—Establish- 
ment of. the American Nationa] thea- 
ter, long the dream of lovers of the 
drama, 
Producing Managers’ association, with 
the co-operation of an initial commit- 
tee of ‘seventeen educators, publicists, 
dramatists and actors, Augustus 
Thomas announced tonight. niver- 
Sities specializing in dramatie courses 
have been asked to join the movement 

Mr. Thomas, who is executive chair- 
man of the Producing Managers’ as- 
sociation, stated that articles of incor- 
poration are being prepared with the 
aim of holding up the National thea- 
ter as “a lofty standard before all other 
theatrical] enterprises.” 

Other ambitions, he said, were “‘to 
stimulate the study of the drama of the 
present and of the past in our univer- 
sities, our colleges and our. schools, 
and to organize throughout the United 
States subsidiary associated groups te 
further these aims and purposes.’ 

‘To encourage the production of the 
hest plays, interpreted by the best ac- 
tors, is another of the incorporators’ 
purposes, 

The seventeen men outside of the 
association who have consented to be 
incorporators are George Pierce, bank- 
er; David Belasco, .Nicholas Murray 
Butler, Samuel Harden Church, Owen

Illinois Governor Directs 
Construction of Canal From 
Lakes to Mississippi. 


LaSalle, Ill., December 1.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Standtng in a 
rain-soaked cornfield under the shad- 
ow of Starved Rock, on the, Illinois 
river, Governor Len Small this aft- 
ernoon gave éhe order to proceed 
with construction of the connecting 
link between the Great Lakes and the 
Mississippi. 

He approved the plans for the five 
great locks—two of them with a 
greater lift than any locy in the 
Panama Canal—which will raise and 
lower tugs and barges a total of 12: 
feet in the 60 miles between LaSalle 
and Lockport. 

Colonel ©. R. Miller, director of 
publie works and buildings, and M. 
G. Barnes, waterways engineer, were 
ordered to advertise for bids on the 
Starved Rock lock within 60 days. 
Next spring work will start at the 
spot where the governor stood this 
afternoon on this lock, which, with 
the accompanying dam and ap- 
proaches, will require three years to 
build. 

The governor's decision today in- 
volves the expenditure of $19,000,000, 
in addition to the million which has 
already been spent on the big lock 
ut Bell’s Island, two miles below 
Marseilles, and 12 miles above starv- 
ect Rock. The Bell's Island lock, 
which was inspected by the governor 
today, is 95 per cent completed. 

Governor Small gave the word to 
proceed after spending most .of the 
day inspecting the 60 miles of water- 
way between Lockport and Starved 
Rock. 

The governor announced that the 
state engineers figured the waterway 
would save Illinois farmers from five 
to seven cents a bushel on every 
bushel of grain shipped to market 
on barges, and that it would save 
the people of Chicago a dollar .a ton 
on all coal brought up by boat. 

With its completion, he said, fleets 
of barges can operate direct from 
Chicago to New Orleans, carrying 
manufactured articles and grain 
from the Great Lakes to the gulf at 
a considerable saving over railroad 
freight rates, and _ bringing back 
sugar, coffee, rice, lumber and other 
southern products or imports.

TWELVE-HOUR DAY 


New York, December 1.—President 
Harding ‘favors abolition of the 12- 
hour day, it is revealed in a state 
ment by him issued today by the 
Federated American Engineering s0- 
cieties. The statement follows: 

“I rejoice to note that the conciu- 
sions of this great body of experts are 
identical with those which I have 
reached from a purely social view- 
point, | 

“It has seemed to me for a long 
time that the 12-hour day and the 
type of workers it produces have out- 
lived their usefulness and their part 
in American life in the interests of 
good citizenship, of good business 
and of economic stability. 

“The old order must give way to 
a better and wiser form of organi- 
zation so that the proper family life 
may be enjoyed suitably by all our. 

eople. 

“This clear and convincing report 
of the engineers must prove exceed- 
in helpful in showing that this 
much to be desired result can be 
achieved without either economic or 
financial disturbance to the progress 
of Ameri¢an industry.”’ 

__ The report referred to by the pres 
ident was issued’ by a committee of 
the societies after two years of inves- 
tigation of more than 40 continuous 
industries, ineluding iron and _ steebk. 
The report found that the 12-hour 
day was not an economic necessity 


“Drys” Oppose Plan 
Intended to Define 
Intoxicating Liquor 


_ Washington, December 1,—The 
Anti-Saloon league is opposed to the 
proposal that congress, with a view 
to possible amendment of the Vol- 
stead act, appoint a “scientific com- 
mission” to determine what is intox- 
icating liquor. 

Wayne B. Wheeler, general corn- 
sel of the organization, announcing 
today that representatives of the 
league and prohibition workers from 
48 states and the District of Colum- 
bia had voted unanimously at a meet- 
ing to fight such a resolution. declar- 
ed the findings of such a commis- 
sion would serve no helpful purpose 
in determining what legislation is 
necessary to enforce the eighteenth 
amendment. 

“We believe this movement for a 
so-called scientific commission, _ ini- 
tiated by wet interests many months 
ago, is not designed to work out a 
solution of the law enforcement prob- 
lem,”’ contended Mr. Wheeler, “but 
on the other hand, to confuse the 
issue, break down law enforcement 
and ultimately to secure the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment. 

“No scientific commission can de- 
termine accurately what is intoxi- 
cating liquor for a group of 100.- 
000,000 people. Alcoholic liquors af- 
fect people differently, according to 
age, temperament, tolerance to use, 
and many other conditions. (Conse 
quently, no accurate conclusion could 
be reached with reference to this: 
question.”’ 

Mr. Wheeler held that the test in 
determining what was appropriate 
and effective legislation was not what 
liquor would actually intoxicate. bur 
what standard in the definition of 
intoxicating liquor was best to en- 
force the law effectively.
